1 . I, Darien K. Wallace, am an attorney at the law firm of Silicon Edge 
Law Group LLP and am registered to practice before the United States Patent 
and Trademark Office (Reg. No. 53,736). 



2. With a power of attorney signed on April 1 2, 2004, the assignee of 
the above-captioned application transferred the application from the law firm of 
Beyer Weaver & Thomas, LLP to Silicon Edge Law Group LLP. On April 19, 
2004, 1 filed a "Revocation of Power of Attorney and Appointment of New 
Attorney and Change of Correspondence Address" with the Patent Office 
regarding the above-captioned application. On April 29, 2004, 1 received a 
"Notice of Acceptance of Power of Attorney" from the Patent Office relating to the 
above-captioned application.

3. Between April and September 2004, 1 received no correspondence 
from the Patent Office relating to the above-captioned application. 

4. In late September 2004, the assignee, Azanda Network Devices, 
Inc., asked me to prepare a status report on all of its patents and patent 
applications. On October 6, 2004, as part of my efforts to prepare the status 
report, I checked to see whether any of the assignees applications were listed on 
the public patent application information retrieval (PAIR) system of the Patent 
Office. To my astonishment, I found that the Patent Office had made public 
some patent files before the publication date of the application. Indeed, although 
the above-captioned application has not yet been published, the public PAIR 
system indicated that an office action had been mailed in the above-captioned 
application on January 5, 2004. 

5. On October 7, 2004, a partner of mine (T. Lester Wallace, Reg. No. 
34,748) called the Patent Office in order to determine whether an office action 
had indeed been mailed in the above-captioned application on January 5, 2004. 
Although my partner was unable to confirm that an office action had been mailed, 
he left a voice message for Examiner Tran. He also left a voice message for 
Godfrey Kwan of Beyer Weaver & Thomas, LLP to confirm the status of the 
above-captioned application. 

6. On October 1 1 , 2004, Godfrey Kwan of Beyer Weaver & Thomas, 
LLP told my partner (T. Lester Wallace, Reg. No. 34,748) over the phone that Mr.
